It has been the general Cuftom of all my worthy 
Brethren, who have honoured the Craft with their 
Books of Conftitutions, or Pocket companions for 
Free-Maions, to give us a long and pleafirtg Hiftory 
of Mafonry from the Creation to' the Time of their 
writing and publiftiing fuch Accounts, viz. from 
A'dam to Noah, from Noah 1 to Nimrod, from Nim- 
rod to Solomon, from Solomon to Cyrus, from Cy- 
rus to Seleucus Nicator, from Seieucus Nicator to 
Auguftus Cxiar, from Auguftus Cxfar to the bavock 
of the Goths, and fo on until the revival of the Au; 
gtoftan Style, &c; &£. &c. Wherein they givi us an 
Account of the Drawing, Scheming, Pldmiing/De- 
figning, Erecting, and : - Building of the Temples, 
Towers* Gmes, Caftles, Palaces, Theatres, Pyra- 
mids, Monuments, Bridges, Walls, Pilfers, Courts, 
Halls, Fortifications, and * Labyrinths, with the fa- 
mous Light-houfe of Ph^rOs and Coloffbs at Rhodes,

* $>uere. Whether fuch Hi fortes are of any UJe in 
the fecrit Myftcrict of the Craft . 
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fadtion ; and in order to enable myfelf to execute this 
great Defign, 1 purchafed all, or moftof the Hiftories, 
Conftitutions, Pocket-companions, and other Pieces 
(on that fubjedt) now extent in the Englifli tongue. 

My next ftep was to furniih myfelf with a fuflkient 
Quantity of Pens, Ink and Paper; this being done, I 
immediately fancied myfelf an Hiftorian, and intend- 
ed to trace Mafonry not only to Adam, in his fylvan 
Lodge; in Paradife, but to give feme account of the 
Craft even before the Creation : And (as a foun- 
dation) 1 placed the following Works round about 
me, fo as to be convenient to have recourfe to them 
as Occafion fhould - require, via. Dodfcor Anderfon 
and Mr. Spratt diredtly before me, Doctor d’AHigny 
and Mr Smith on my Right*hand, Dodtor De&gulier 
and Mr. Pennel 911 my Left-hand, and Mr. Scott and 
Lyon behind A Copy qf (that often called) the 
Original Couftitution, (faid to be in pofleffion of Mr. 
John Clark, in Paris) and another Copy of the feme 
magnitude handed about in England, together with 
the Pamphlet printed at Frankfort, in Germany, I 
tied up in the Public Ad vender of Friday, October 
19, *753i aiK * 'brew them under the Table.

Having tried my Pen, and wrote a Ljne, not uiv*

By this Time’ I imagined myfelf fuperior t6 Jo* 
fephus, Stackhoufe, op any other Hiftorian whom the 
Reader will pleafe to think on. And as- 1 intended 
to give the World a Hiftory of Mafonry for feveral 
Years before the Creation, 1* made no manner of 
doubt but my Work fliould live (at lead) two thou* 
land Years after the general Conflagration 

Perhaps fome of my Readers, (I mean thofe that 
are beft acquainted with my Capacity,) will fay, he 
kas more Vanity than Wit and as to Learning, it 
is as great a Stranger to him* as Free-Mafonry is to 
Women ; yet he has the Folly to think himfelf an 
Hiftorian, and expeds to become a great Man, &c. 

Whether fuch an opinion be true or falfe, it mat- 
ters nought to me ; for the World muft allow, that 
(though no man has yet found out the perpetual Mo^ 
tion) all men ever had, have now, and ever will have 
a perpetual Notion : And furthermore, we read that* 
the following Perfons, fo much famed in Hiftory, 
were notonly poof Men, but many of them of a very 
mfcan Extraction. The wife Philofopher Socrates; 
was the fon of a poor Stone-cafverv the tragic Poet 
Euripides, wiV the fon of poor Parents; aswas De** 
mofthenes, the honour of Greek Eloquerice ; Virgil 
the famous Latin Poet; was the fon of a poor Man- 
tuan labouring Potter ; Horace, th£ incornporable 
Lyric, Was the fon ofa Trumpeter irrthe Wars ; Tar- 
quinus Prifctis, King of the Romans, was the fon of 
a Merchant'.; 1 and Servius Tullius, another of

Bonofus was the fon of a poor ftipendary School-maf- - 
ter; Mauritus Juftinus, piedeceffor to JulUnian, and 
likewife Galerus, were both Shepherds ; Pope John, 
the Twenty-fecond of that Name, was tjie fon of a 
Shoe maker; Pope Nicholas the Fifth, was the fon of 
* Man that fold Eggs and Butter ftbout the^ftreets; 
and Pope Sixtus the ‘Fourth, was a Mariner’s fon; 
Lamufius, king of thp Lombards, wa^ thf fon of ft com- 
mon (trumpet* w ho (when he was atj„Jnfant) threw 
him into a ditch, but was taken out by king Agelmond;

I have heard of many others of lar^r Date (nit fb far 
diftant as Pekin*) rhat have been preferred to Places 
or Offices of great truft, and dignified with Titles of 
Hbnour, without having the leaft claim to Courage, 
Wit, Learning, or Honefty; therefore if fuch occur- 
rences be duly cortfidered, I humbly conceive it will 
not be deemed^' as a capital Offence, that I fliould en- 
tertain my own perpetual Notion, while I do not en* 
deavour to difinherit any Man of his Properties. 

1 doubt I have tired the Render’s Patience;, and if 
fo, I humbly beg his pardon for this long digreffion. 
But to return: While my Mind was wholly taken up 
with myffancied Superiority, as an Hiftoriun, &c. I in- 
ienfikly fell into a Slumber, when methouglit four Men 
entered my Room ; th*ir Habits appeared to be of ve- 
ry ancient fa fKjdn, and their Language alfo I imagined 
to*W either H'ebrew, Arabic, or Chaldean,, in which 
they addreffed me, and I immediately anfwered them 
after the Pantomine Fafliion. After fome formal Ce- 
remonies, I defired to' know their Names and from 
whence they came } to which one of them anfwered 
me (in Engtifti) We are four Brothers, and came from 
the hbiy City of jerlifalem ; *our names are Sjiallum, 
Ahiman, AVhub, ; and T almon. Hearing they were 
Sojourners from Jerusalem, 1 aiked them whether they 
Cbutd give any Account of Solomon’s Temple 
to which Shailum t . ( the Chief of them) made Anfwer 
arid faid i (he wifeKiNG Solomon, Grand Matter 
of Ifrael, appointed us Head* Porters at the Temgje, 
/ ' ' , ' ' ' ‘ ' ' in

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in Ac thirty- fecond Year of his A gc, the twelfth <*f 
his Reign, and about the Year of the World 2942 ; 
and therefore we can give a full and particular Descrip- 
tion of th^it wonderful Fabric, and like wife of th$ in- 
genious Artifts who performed it. 

I was glad to meet with fuch Brethren, from whom 
I did expedt a great deal of Knowledge ; which the 
many Ages they have lived in mud have taught them 
if their Memories did not fail : Upon this ConfideratL- 
on, I told them, that I wa^ writing a bidory of Mar 
fonry, and begged theix abidance,, &c. 

A Hidory of Mafonry ! (lays Ahiman) from the Day 
of the Dedication of the Holy Temple to this prefent 
Time, I have not feen a Hidory of Mafonry though 
fome have pretended, not only, todeicribe the Length 
Breadth, Height, Weight, Colour* Shape, Form, and 
Subdance of every Thing within and about the Teu> 
pie; but alfo to tell the Spiritual* Meting, of them, 
as if they knew the mind of him who gave Orders for 
that Building, or faw it finifTied. But I can affure you 
that fuch Surveyors have never fren the Temple, they 
never have been within a thoufand miles of Jer^fa.- 
lem:t Indeed, continued he, A ere was one Flavius 
(1 think he was a Soldier) took* great deal of Notice 
of the Temple, and other Matteca aboi^t it ; as did a.- 
nother Man called Jery. There were, twq others 
whofe NamesF have forgot, but remember one of \heni 
was an excellent Dreamer, £ and the other was very 
bandy in colledling all Manner of good Writings § af- 
ter the Captivity. 

Thofe were the only Men that have wrote moft and

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bed upon that Subjeft, and yet ail their Work* toge- 
ther would not be fufficient for a Preface to the J-Iilbo- 
ry ofMafonry ; but for your further Iuftru&ion, you 
iball hear an eminent Brother Who can inform you in 
every Particular that is neceflary to your prefent un- 
dertaking. The Words wereicirce ended,, when there 
appeared a grave old Gentleman, with a Tong Beard ; 
he was drefled in an embroidered Veft, and wore a 
Breaflplate of Gold* fet with twelve precious Stones* 
w hich formed an oblong Square ; I was informed that 
the Names of the Stones were Sardine, Emerald, Li- 
gure. Beryl, Topaz, Sapphire, Agate, Onyx, Caibur.- 
cie, Diamond, Amethyd, and Jalper : Upon thefe 
Stones were engraved the Names of the twelve Tribes, 
viz. Rueben, Judah, Gad, Zebulen, Simeon, Dan, 
Afher, Jofeph* Levi, Naphtali* UTacbex, and Ben- 
jamin. 

Upon his entrance, the four Sojpurners did him 
the homage due to a Superior ; and, as to me, the 
luftre of his Bfreaft-PIate dazzled my Sight, in fuch a 
manner, that t could (carce look at him, { But AhL- 
man giving him ta underftand that the People of this 
Country were weak-dghted, he immediately covered 
his Bread-Plate* which not only gave me an oppor- 
tunity of peiceiving him more diftinft, but alfo of pay- 
ing him my Rcfpe&s, in the bed Manner I was capable 
of ; and making a very low bow l p.refenied him with 
the ftrft Volume of the Hidory of Maibnry, hoped he 
would do me the Honour of perufing it* and begged 
his Advice for my further Proceedings : He kindly 
received it, and read it over, whilfr t impatiently 
waited to hear his Opinion ; which at lad, to my 
mortification, amounted to no more than an old He* 
brew Proverb, (which Ahiman tranflated thus ;— 
7 Iiqu hafl dived deep into ihe Waters and hafi brought up 

a Pot- 
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a Poijkerd :) Kcverthelefs he took me by the Hand, 
and faiJ; * My Son, if thou witttHou {halt be taught, 
and if thou wilt apply thy Mind thou {halt be witty ; 
if thou loveft to hear thou fhalc receive (Dodtrinp ;) 
and if thou delighted- in hearing thou {halt be wife : 
And although your Hiftory of Mafonry is not worth 
Notice, yet you may write many other Things of 
great Service to the Fraternity. 

Certainly it is,, continued he, that Free-Mafonry 
has been from the Creation ; (though not undgr that 
Name) that it was a divine Gift from God ; that 
Cain and the Builders of his City were Strangers to 
the fecret M) fiery of Mafonry; that there were but 
four Mafons in the World when the Deluge happened; 
that one of the four, even the fecond Son of Noah, 
was not Matter of the Art ; that Nimrod, nor any of 
his Bricklayers knew any Thing of the Matter ; and 
that there were but very few Matters of the Art, even, 
&t Solomon’s Temple Whereby it plainly appears 
that the whole Myftery was communicated to very 
few at that Time ; that at Solomon’s Temple (and not- 
before) it received the Name of Free-Mafonry, be- 
caufe the Mafons at Jerufalem and Tyre were the 
greateft Cabalifts f then in the World ; that the My- 
ftery has bden, for the moft Part, pra£tifed amongft 
Builders fince Solomon’s Time, that there were fome 
hundreds mentioned, in Hiftories of Mafonry, under 
the Titles of Grand Matters, &c. for no other Reaion 
than thatof giving Orders for the building of a Houfe, 
Tower, Cattle, or fome other Edifice (or perhaps for 
fuffering the Mafons to ere 61 fuch in their Territories, 

&c.

B EFORE we enter into the Caufe or Motive, of 
the firft Inftitution of Free-Mafonry, it is ne- 
ceflary in forne Meafure to fhew the Excellency of 
Secrecy, and with what Care it is to be kept. 

One of the principal Parts that makes a Man be 
deemed wife, is his intelligent Strength and Ability to 
cover and conceal fuch honeft fee rets as are commit- 
ted to him, as well as his own ferious Affairs. And 
whoever will perufe facred and profane hiftory, 
fhall find a great Number of virtuous Attempts (in 
Peace and War) that never reached their defigned 
Ends, but were fbaken into Shivers and defeated, 
only through Defedl of fecret Concealment; and 
yet, befides fuch unhappy Prevention, infinite Evils 
have thereby enfued. But before all other Exa‘ pies, 
let us confider that which excels all the reft, derived 
even from God himfelf. Who fo efpecially pre- 
ferves his own Secrets to himfelf, never letting any 
Man know what fhould happen on the Morrow ; 
nor copld the wife Men in Ages paft, divine what 
fbould befal us in this Age; whereby we may readily 
difeern, that God himfelf is well pleafed with Secre- 
cy. And although (for Man’s good) the Lord has 
be^n pleafed to reveal fome Things, yet it is impof- 
fible at any Time to Change or alter his Determina- 
tion, in regard whereof the reverend wife Men of an-" 
cient Times, evermore affe&ed to perform their In*, 
tentions focretly. 

' B We 
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We read that Cato the Cenfor often faid to his Friends, 
that of three Things he had good Reafon to repent, 
if ever he neglected the true Performance of all or 
any one^of them : The firft, if he divulged any Secret; 
the fecond, if he adventured on the Water when he 
.might flay I on dry Land; and thirdly, if he fhould let 
any Day negledtedly efcape him without doing foois 
good Action. The latter two are well worthy of Qbf 
fervation ; hut the firft concerns our prefect Undertak- 
ing. Alexander having received divers Letters of great 
■Importance from his Mother, after he had read thepi, 
in the Piefence of none but his dear Friend Epheftion 
and himfelf, he drew forth his lignet which fealed bis 
moft private Letters, and without fpeaking, fet it upon 
Epheftion ’s Lips; intimating thereby, that he in whofe 
Bofom a Man buries his Secret s, fhould have his. L,ips 
locked up from revealing them. 

Among the reft it may not be difagreeable to the; Read- 
er to perufe the following Story, as told by Aulus Gel- 
lius in his Attic Nights, and by Macrobius in his Sa- 
turnals. 

The Senators of Rome, at their ufual fitting in the 
Senate- Houfe, had conftituted a Cuftom among them- 
fejves, that each Brother Senator who had a Son, fhould 
be admitted with his Father to abide in the Senate-Houfe 
dftring their fitting, or depart if Occafion required ; nor 
was this Favour general, but extended only to Noble- 
men’s Sons, who were tutored in fuch a Manner as en- 
abled them to become wife Governors, capable of keep- 
ing their own Secret s. About this Time it happened 
that the Senators fat in Confutation on a very important 
Caufe, fo that they ftayed much longer than uftjal, and 
the Conclufion referred to the following Day, with ex- 
prels Charge of Secrecy in the meantime. Among the 
other Nobleman’s Sons who had been at this weight/ 

Bulinefs, 
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Bull nek, was that' faithful Youth the Son of the grave 
Paptrius, whofe family was one of the moft noble and 
illuftrious in all Rome. 

The young Lad being come home, his Mother (as 
mod of the Fair-Sex, are highly affefted with Novelty) 
entreated him to teH her what iirange Cafe had been 
that Day debated in the Senate, that had Power to de- 
tain them fo long beyond ' their ufual Hour? The vir- 
tuous and noble Youth courteously told her that it was 
a Bufinefs not in bis Power to reveal, he being in a fo* 
lernn Manner, commanded to Silence ; upon hearing 
this Anfwer, her Defires became more earned in ftri&er 
Inquiries into the Cafe, and nothing but Intelligence 
thereof could any way content her ; fo that firft by fair 
Speeches and Intreaties, and with liberal Promifes, fhe 
endeavoured to break open this poor little Cafket of 
Secrecy ? hut finding thofe Efforts in vain, to Stripes 
and violent Threats was her next Flight ; becaufe Force 
may compel where Lenity cannot. 

The admired noble Spirit finding a Mother’s Threats 
to be very harfli, but the ftripes more bitter than any 
Thing befide; comparing his Love to her as his Mo- 
ther, with the Duty he owed, to his Father ; the one 
mighty, but the other impulfive> be lays her and hor 
fond Conceit in one Scale; his Father, his own Honour, 
and thefolemn Injunctions to Secrecy in the other Scale; 
and finding hen-imrinfic Weigh* as being his Mother, 
but lighter than Wind, being this gone out of herfelf. 
Whetting his tender Wit upon the fondy Stone of her 
edging Importunity, to appeal© her and preferve his own 
Honour by remaining faithful, he thus refolved her : 

Madam, and dear Mother* you may well blame the 
Senate for their k>n^ fitting, at leaft for Catting in Quef- 
tion a Cafe fo imp^n»ent ; for except the Wives of 
Biz the 
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the Senators be admitted to confult thereon, there can 
be no Hope -of a Condition : 1 (peak this but out of 
my young Apprehenfion, for 1 know theu\Gravity may 
eafily confound me, and yet, whether Nature or Duty 
fo inftruct me, I cannot tell ; but to them it feems ne— 
ceflary, for the Increafe of 'People, and for the Public 
good, that every Senator fliould be allowed two Wives, 
•or otherwife, their Wives two Huibands ; 1 rtiall hardly 
under one Roof call two Men by the Name of Father j 
1 had. rather call two Women by the Name of Mother. 
This is the Queftion, Mother ; and to-morrow it muft 
have Determination. 

The Mother hearing this, and his feeming Unwilling- 
tiefs to reveal it, took it for infallible truth ; her Blood 
was quickly Bred, and rage enfued. I need not put the 
Reader in Mind that fuch fudden Heats feldom admit of 
Confutation ; but on the contrary, hurry the Senles 
.and Faculties further to Raihnefs, and other Follies ; by 
which they are rendered incapable of doing themfelves 
fuch good Actions or Service as their Cafe often requires : 
So without requiring any other' Counfel, (he immedi- 
ately fent to the other Ladies and Matrons of Rome, to 
acquaint them with this weighty Affair, wherein the Peace 
and Welfare of their whole Lives was fo nearly concern- 
jed.’ This melancholy News blew up fuch a brain- lick 
Paffion, that the Ladies immediately affembled ; and 
though (feme falfely fay) that a Parliament of Women 
are very feldom governed by one Speaker, yet this Af- 
fair being fo urgent, the Hafte -as pertinent, and the 
Cafe (oiwheir Behalf) merely indulgent, the revealing 
Woman ,rauft prolocute for herfelf and the reft. And 
the next Morning fuch a Pin was at the Senate- Door, 
for ^dmiflion to lit with their Huibands in this won- 
drous, Confutation, as, if all Rome had been in an Up- 
roar. Their minds muft not be known before they have 

Audience ; 
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Audience ; which (though* againft all-Order)beinggrant- 
ed fuch an Oration war made by the Woman Speaker, 
with requeft that Women might have twoHufbmds rather 
than men two Wives, who could fcarcely content one. 
TT’ , Upon the Riddle’s Solution, the noble Youth was 
highly commended for his Fidelity, and the Ladies great- 
Jr confounded, and departed very likely with biulhin* 
ee s. Nevertbelefs, to avoid the like inconveniency 
or the future, it was determined that thenceforward they 
lould bring their Sons nh more into the Senate ; only 
young Papirius, who was freely accepted, and his Se- 

feTfwi.T " 0t onl ^ a PP-auded, but him* 

m h T,,lcs of Honour, dignified and rewarded 
Nor fliould we forget the faithful Anaxarchus (as re* 
lated by Pliny, in hts feventh Book and twenty-third 
Chapter) who was taken in order to force his Secrets 
from bun bit his Tongue- in tlie midft between his 
1 eeth, and afterwards threw it in the Tyrant’s Face. 

The Athenians had a Statue of Brafs, which they 
bowed to } the Figure was made without a Tongue to 
declare Secrecy thereby, 8 ’ 

cJfnT?! 6 * hC E / 7P,i ' nS worfh ‘PP ed Harpocrates, the 
C^d of Jlence , for which reafon he is always pidtured 
holding his Finger on his Mouth. 

The Romans had a Goddefs of filence named Ange- 
vona, who was pidured like Harpocrates, holding her 
Finger on her Mouth, in Token of Secrecy. & 

The Servants of Plancus are much commended be- 

C t Uf t “ T0 “ KBt Copld make then > confefs the Secret 
which their Mailer entrulled them with. - 

. Ltkewife’ the Servant of Cato the Orator, was cruel- 

ly tormented, but nothing could make him reveal the 
Secrets of his Matter. 

Quintus Cunius tell, us , that the Perfians held it as 
an inviolable Law to punilh moll grievoufly (aftd much 

B 5 
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more than any other Trefpafs) him that discovered aiyr 
Secret ; for conformation thereof, he {ays, that King 
Darius being vanquiflied by Alexander, had made his 
Efcape lb far as to hide himfelf where -he thought he 
might red fecure ; no Tortures whatfoever, or liberal 
Promi fes of Reccmpence, could prevail with the faith- 
ful Brethren that knew it, or compel them to difclofe it 
to any Perfon ; and furthermore fays, that no man ought 
to commit any Matter of Confequence to him that can- 
not truly keep a Secret. 

Horace, among his continual Laws, would have every 
Man keep Secret whatfoever was done or faid: Ftjr this 
Reafon the Athenians were wont (when they met at any 
Featt) that the moft ancient among them fhould fhew 
every Brother the Door whereat they entered, faying. 
Take heed that not fo much as one Word pafs out from 
hence, of whatfoever flialhhere be a&ed or fpoken. 

The firth Thing that Pythagoras taught bis Scholars 
was to be filent, therefore for a certain Time) ho* kept 
them without (peaking, tt> the End that they might the 
better learn to preferve the valuable Secrets he had to 
communicate to them, and never to fpeak but when 
Time required, expreffing thereby that Secrecy was the 
rareft Virtue : Would to God that the Matters of our 
prefent Lodges would put the fame in Practice. 

Arittotle was demanded what Thing appeared mo ft 
difficult to him ; he anfwered, to be fecret and fifenu 

To this Purpoie St. Ambrofe, m his Offices, placeth 
among the principal Foundations of Virtue, the patient 
Gift of Silence. 

The wife King Solomon fays in his Proverbs, that a 
King ought not to drink Wine, becaufe Drunkenness 
an Enemy to Secrecy ; and in his Opinion, be is not wor- 
thy to, reign that canngt keep his own Secrets; he fur- 
thermore fays, that he who difcovers Secrets is a T raitor, 

and 
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and be that Conceals them » a faithful Brother : He 
likewife fays, that he that reframeth his Tongue is wife ; 
and again, he that keeps his Tongue, keeps his Soul. 

I could mention many other Circumftances of the Ex- 
cellency of Secrecy ; and I dare venture to fay, that the 
greateft Honour, Juftice, Truth, and Fidelity, have been* 
always found amongtt thofe who could keep their own 
and others Secrets ; and this is moft nobly fet forth by 
Horace, who fays : 

The Man refolvM and fteady to his Truft, 

Inflexible to iH and obftiri&fely jaft ; 

May the rude Rabble's Infolence defpife. 

Their fenfelefs Clamours and tumultuotu Cries ; 

The Tyrants Fierceneft he beguiles, 

And the ftern Brow, and the harfh Voice defies. 
And with ftiperior Greatrteft failles. 

Not the Tough Whirlwind, that deforms 
Adtia’s Wa^k GUlpb, 2nd vexes it with Storms * 
The ftubborn Virtue of hifr foul can move ; 

Nor the red Arm of angry Jove, 

That flings the Thunder from the Sky,. 

And give* it Rage to roar, and Strength to fly. 

Should the whole Frame of nature routid him break, 
In ruin and Confulion hurl’d ; 

He unconccrn’d would hear the mighty Crack, 

And (land fecure amidft a falling World. 

Therefore I am of Opinion, that if Secrecy and Si- 
lence be duly confldered, they will be found moft ne- 
ceflary to qualify a Man for any Bufinefs of Import- 
ance; if this be granted, I am confident that no Man 
will dare to difpute that Free-Mafons are fuperior to all 
other Men, in concealing their Secrets, from Times im- 
mertiorable ; which the Power of Gold, that often has 
betrayed Kings and Princes, and fometimes overturned 
/ whole Empires, nor the moft cruel punifiiments could 
B 4 never 
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never extort the Secret (even) from the weakeft Mem- 
ber of the whole Fraternity. 

Therefore 1 hurubly prefume it will of Confequence 
be granted, that the Welfare and good of Mankind was 
the Cayfe or Motive of fo grand an Inftitulion as Free- 
Mafonry, (no Art yet ever being fo extcnfivelg ufeful) 
which not only tends to protect its Members from ex- 
ternal Injuries, but to polilh the rufty Difpofitions of 
iniquitous Minds ; and alio to detain, then) within the 
prefent Bounds of true Religion, Morality and Virtue 5 
for fuch are the Precepts of this Royal Art, that if thofe 
who have the Honour of being Members thereof would 
but live according to the true Principles of the Ancient 
Craft, every Man that is endowed with the leaft fpark 
of Honour or Honefty, mult of courfe approve their 
Actions, and confequently endeavour to follow their 
Steps. And although Very few or none of the Brethren 
arrive to the Sublimity and beautiful Contrivance of 
Hiram Abif-, yet the very Enemies of Free-Mafonry 
uiuft own, that it is ihe moll renowned Society that ever 
was, is now, or (perhaps) ever will be upon earth. The 
following, true Defcription of the Royal Art, will clearly 
{hew its great Ufe to Mankind. 

THE EXCELLENCY OF MASONRY DESCRIBED.

JEHOVAH fpoke obfervant Atoms flow. 

And rpfl> together to compofe the Bow. 

Man faw the wond’-rous Scene, and did rejoice,. 
Firmly relying on* his Maker’s Voice-. 

Of all the Arts to benefit Mankind, 

T’ improve the Judgment and exalt the Mind,, 

What Art can with Free-Mafonry contend. 

Religion’s Advocate, and Virtue’s Friend!' 

No art was e’er lb much by Goo approv’d,. 

As Mafonry in David whom he lov’d. 

When at Moriah, Go d appear’d to 'Man, 

And gave the Prince the facred Temple’s Plan; 

That Charge his Son * did afterwards fulfil. 

By Tyre’s* great Aid, and Hiram’s wondrous Skill, 

* Solomon* 
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By Mafon’« Art, afpiring Domes appear 
To ftrike the Eye and captivate the Ear. 

By Mafon’s Art, the injurious Tongue doth fall 
Before the Throne when awful Silence call, 

By Maion’s Art, the fribbling, foppifKAfs 
(Mankind's Difgrace, and Sport of every Lais!) 

Soon quits bis Folly, and much wifer grown, 

Looks on himfelf as one before unknown. 

Hail, noble Art ! thou precious boon of Heav # n f

And take that Vengeance which they feek to fhun. 

But methinks I hear fome of my Readers fay, Surely, 
if Free-Mafonry be fucb as it is here reprefented, the 
Brotherhood moft certainly are the happieft Men living $ 
and yet, on the contrary, we often meet fome very mi- 
ferable, others very great Knaves, and a Number of ig- 
norant, illiterate, ftupid Fools of the Society ; or at leaft 
would endeavour to make the World believe fo. This 
fhall be duly confidered, and anfwered in its proper place 

hereafter. 
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hereafter. In the mean Time I am well aftbred, that 
none but Strangets to the Craft, and ungenerous Etie- 
: lilies to good Society, will doubt the Veracity of what 
is here inferted concerning Free-Mafonry. And for 
further Satisfadlion to my Female Readers, and fuch of 
the Male Sex ps have not the Ho'nour of being initiated 
into the Myftery, I here beg Leave to treat of the Prin- 
ciples 6f the Craft (fo far as comes under the Limitation 
of ruy Pen) which 1 hope 1 wili meet with a juft Admira- 
tion, beeaufe they are founded upon Religion, Morality,, 
Brothefly-Love, and Good-Fellowfhip. 

A Mafon is obliged, by his Tenure to believe firmly : 
in the true Worfhip of the Eternal God, as well as in 
all thofe facred Records which the Dignitaries and Fa- 
thers of the Church have compiled and pobliftied for the' 
Ufe of all good Men : So that no one who rightly un- 
der (lands ! he Art, can poflibly tread in the irreligious 
Paths of the unhappy Libertine* or be induced to follow 
the arrogant Profeflbrs of Atheifin or Deifm ; neither id 
he to be ftained with the grofs Errors of blind Superfti- 
tion, but may have the Liberty of embracing what Faith » 
he (hall think proper, provided at all Times he pays a 
due Reverence to his- Creator r and by the World deals 
with Honour and Hontfty, ever making that golden 
Precept the Standard-Rule-of his Aftiona, which engages, 
to do Unto all Men as- he would they fhould do unto him : 
For the Craft, inftead of entering into idle and unnecef- 
fary Difputes concerning the different Opinions and Pef- 
fuafions of Men, admits into the Fraternity all that are 
good and true ; whereby it hath brought about the Means 
of Reconciliation amongft Perfons, who without that Afc 
fi fiance, would have remained at perpetual Variance. 

A Mafon is a lover of Quiet $ is always fubjedt to 
the Civil Powers, provided they do not infringe upon this 
limited Bounds of Religion and Rea(dn: .And it was 
B 6 never* 
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flever.yet known, that a real Craftfman was concerned 
in any dark Plot, Defigns, or Contrivances againft the 
State, becaufe the welfare of the Nation is his peculiar 
Care ; fo that from the higheft to the lowed ftep of M a- 
gillracy, due Regard and Deference is paid by him. 

But as Mafoory hath at feveral Times felt the ipjurj- 
ous Effe&s of War, Bloodftied and Devaluation, it was 
a ftronger Engagement to the CraftCuen to att agree- 
able to the Rules of Peace and Loyalty, the many Proofs 
of which Behaviour hath occafioned the ancient Kings 
and Powers to protett and defend them. But if a Bro- 
ther fliou Id be fo far unhappy as to rebel againft the State 
he would me^t with no Countenance from his Fellows ; 
nor would they keep any private Converfe with him 
whereby the .Government might have caufe tp te jea- 
lous, or tike the lead Umbrage. 

A Mafon in regard to himfelf, is carefully to avoid all 
Manner of Intemperance or Excefe, which. might ob- 
ftruft him in the Performance of the neceflary Duties of 
his laudable Profeflion, or lead him into any Crimes which 
would reflect Dishonour upon the ancient Fraternity. 

He is to treat his Inferiors as he would have his Supe- 
riors deal with him, w ifely confidering that the Original 
of Mankind is the fame $ a^nd though Mafonry diveft no 
Man of his Honour, yet does the Craft adink, that 
ftriCtly topurfue the Paths of Virtue, whereby a clear 
Confcience may be p refer ved, is the only Method to 
make any Man noble. . 

A Mafon. is to be fo far benevolent, as never to fhut 
his Ear unkindly to the Complaints of wretched Pover- 
ty ; but when a Brother is oppreffed by Want, he is, in 
.a. peculiar Manner to liften to his Sufferings with Atten- 
tion ; in Confequence of which, Pity muft flow from his 
Bread, and Relief without Prejudice, according to his 
Capacity. 

j A Mafon 
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A Mafon is to pay due Obedience to the Authority of 
his Matter and preluding Officers, and to behave himfelf 
meekly amongft his Brethren ; nekher neglecting his 
ufual Occupation for the Sake of Company, in running 
from one Lodge to another ; nor quarrel with the igno- 
rant Multitude, for their ridiculous Afpetfions concern- 
ing it : But at his leifure Hours, be is required to ftudy 
the Arts and Sciences with a diligent Mind, that he may 
not only perforin his Duty to his great Creator, but alfo to 
hisNeighbourandbimfelf: For to walk humbly in the Sight 
of pOD,.tQ do Juftice, and love Mercy, are the certain 
. Charadlerittics of a real Free and Accepted Ancient 
Mafon. Which Qualifications I humbly hope they will 
poflefs to the End of Time ; and J dare venture to, fay, 
that every trqe Brother will join with me in. Amen. 

The Benefits arifing from a ftridt Obfervance of the 
Principles of the Craft, are fo apparent, fhat I mutt be- 
lieve every good Man would be fond to prolcls and 
. praClife the faipe; becaufe thole Principles tend to pro- 
mote the Happipefs of Life, as they are founded on the 
Bafis of Wifdotn and Virtue. 

In the firft Place ; our Privileges and InftruCtions, 
when rightly made Ufe of, are niot only produdivc of 
our Welfare on this Side of the Grave, but even our 
eternal Happinefs hereafter. 

• For the Craft is founded on fo folid a Bafis that it will 
never admit Blafpbemy, Lewdnefs, Swearing, Evil- 
Plotting, or Controverfy ; and though they are not all 
of the fame Opinion in Matters of Faith, yet they are 
ever in one Mind in Matters of Malbnry ; that is, to la- 
bour juftly, not to eat any Man’s Bread for Nought, but 
to the utmoft of our Capacity, to love and ferve each 
other, as Brethren of the lame Houfhold ought to do : 
Wifely judging, that it is as great an Abfurdity in one 
Man to quarrel with another becaufe he will not believe 

as 
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as he does, as it would be in him to be angry becaule 
he was not exafUy of the fameSize and Countenance, f£fr. 

Therefore to afford Succour tb the DSftrefled, to di- 
vide out Bread with the induftrious Poor, aftd to put 
the mifguided Traveller into his Way, are Qualifica- 
tions inherent in the Craft, and fbitable to its Dignity*, 
and fuch as the worthy Members of that gjeat Body have 
at all Times ftroye with indefotigiable Pains to accompli fli. 

Thefe and fuch like Benefits, arifing from a ftridt ob- 
fervance of the Principles of the Graft ’ (as Numbers of 
Brethren have lately experienced) if duly confidered, 
f will be found not only to equal, but to exceed any So* 
ciety in Being. 

If lb, the worthy Members of this great and mo&ufe- 
ful Society, can never be too careful in the Eleftion of 
Members ; I mean, a thorough Knowledge of the Cha- 
rafter and Circumftances of a Candidate that begs to 
be initiated into the My fiery of Free-Mafonry. 

Upon this depends the Welfare or Deftruflion of the 
Craft ; for as Regularity, Virtue, and Concord are the 
only Ornaments of human Nature, (which is often too 
prone to aft in different Capacities) fb that the Happi- 
nefs of Life depends, in a great Mea fore, on our own 
Eleftiob and a prudent Choice of thofe Steps. 

For humanSociety cannot fobfi ft without Concord and 
the maintainance of mutual good Offices'; for, like the 
working of an Arch of Stone, it would fall totheGrcund, 
provided one Piece did not properly lupport another. 

In former Times every man (at his Requeft) was not 
admitted into the Craft, (though perhaps of a good and 
moral Reputation) nor allowed to ftiare the BenefiW of 
our ancient and noble Inftitution, unlefs he was endued 
with fuch Skill in Mafonry. as he might thereby be ^ble 
to improve the Art, either in Plan or Workinanftup ; or 

had 
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had fuchan Affluenc fs of Fortune as ftould enable him 
to employ, honour, and protect the Craftfmcn. 

I would not-be undtrftood, by this, to mean that no 
reputable Tradefman (hould receive any of our Benefits ; 
but, on the contrary, am of Opinion, that they are va- 
luable Members of the Commonwealth, and often have 
proved themfelves real Ornaments to Lodges. 

Thofe whom 1 aim at, are the miferable Wretches of 
Low-life, (often introduced by excluded Men *) (ome of 
whom can neither read nor write ; and when (by the* 
Afliftance of Mafonry) they are admitted into the Com- 
pany of their Betters, they too often a<t beyond their 
Capacities 5 and under Pretence of fearctong for Know r 
ledge, they fall into Scenes of Gluttony or Drunkennefs, 
and thereby negleft their neceflary Occupations and in- 
jufe their poor Families, who imagine they have a juft 
Caufe to pour out all their Exclamation, and Inveflives 
againft the whole Body of Free- Mafonry, without con- 
fidering or knowing that our Conflitutions and Principles 
are quite oppofite to fuch bafe Proceedings. 

Here 1 think ft neceflary to put in a Word of Advice 
to fofrie who may have an Inclination to become Mem- 
bers of this ancient and honourable Society : Firft, they 
are to uaderfland that no Man cah be made a regular 

Free- 

* That ft, Men excluded from their Lodges for Mifdemeanour?, 
' (&c. who (finding themfelves deemed unworthy of fo noble a So- 
ciety) ftill endeavour to make the reft of mankind believe, that 
they are good and true, and have full power and authority to ad- 
mit, enter, and make Free-Mafons when and wherefoeveV they 
pleafe, &c. Thefe Traders (though but few in number) aflodite 
together, and for any mean confideration. admit any perfoo to 
what little they know of the Craft. Little, l fav, for lh?neftly 
allure my readers, that no man who rightly under!! ands the C; aft, 
can be fo. blind as to trample over its ancient Land-maiks; there- 
fore all Vi&uallers, (§?r. ought to be very cautious of entertaining 
fuch, from whom neither benefct nor credit can be expedited. See 
New Regulation VIII.

Ffee-Mafon, but fuch as is free from B-ndage, of irra- 
ture Age, upright in Body and Limbs, and endued with 
the necefiary Sen-fes of a Man : This has been the ge- 
neral Cuftom of Mafons in all Agesand> Nations, through- 
out the known World. 

To this I beg leave to add a Word or two: The 
Perfons tp whom 1 know fpeak, are men of fome Edu- 
cation, and an honeft Character ; but in low Grcum- 
ttances ; I fay, let them firft confider their Income and 
Family, and know that Free-Mafbmy requires Ability,. 
Attendance, and a good Appearance, to' maintain and 
fupport its ancient and honourable Grandeur. ) could 
lay a great deal more on this Point, but I think the Re- 
gulations are fufficient, and therefore reftT the Reader 
to the Perufal of them. 

, The next Thing to be confldered, is the Choice of 
Officers to rule and govern the Lodge, according to the 
ancient and wholefome Laws of our Conftitution* and 
this is n Matter of great Concern, for the Officers of a 
Lodge are not only bound to advance and promote ibe 
Welfare of their own particular Lpdge, butalfa whatfo- 
ever may tend tQ the good of the Fraternity, in general* 

. Therefore no Man 1 ought to be dominated or put in 
fuch Election, but fuch as by his known Skilland Merit, 
is deemed worthy of Performance, viz. He mutt be 
well acquainted with all the private and public Rules 
and Orders of the Craft ; he ought to be ftridly honett, 
humane of Nature, patient in Injuries, mddeft in Con- 
versation, grave in Counfel and Advice, and (above all) 
con It ant in Amity, and faithful in Secrecy. 

Such Candidates well deferve to be choleri the Rule* 
and Governors of their refpedtive Lodges, to whomnhe 
Members are to be courteous and obedient, and, by their 
wife and ancient Didates, may learn to defpife the over- 

coveyjus. 
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covetous, impatient, contentious, prefumptuous, arro- 
gant, and conceited Prattlers, the Bane of human Society. 

Here I cannot forbear faying, that I have known Men 
whofe Intentions were very honeft, and without any evil 
Defign, commit great Errors, and fometimes have been 
the Deftrudtion of good Lodges ; and this Occafioned by 
their Brethren hurryiog them indifcreetly into Offices, 
wherein their (lender Knowledge of MafonFy* rendered 
them incapable of executing the -Bufinefe committed to 
their Charge, to the great Detriment of the Craft, and 
their own Dilhonour. 

x Amongtt the Qualities and Principles^ the Craft, l 
have given a Hint concerning the Behaviour of a Mafon 
in the Lodge, to which I beg he may add the few fol- 
lowing Lines, <viz>. he is to pay due Refpetf, a'nd to be 
obedient (in all reafonable Matters) to the Matter and 
prefiding Officers : He mutt not curfe, fwear, nor offer to 
lay Wagers ; nor ufe arty lewd or unbecoming Language, 
in Derogation of G o d’s Name and Corruption of good 
Manners ; nor bfehAve hiodelf ludicroufly, nor jeftingly, 
while the Lodge is engaged in what is ferious and fo- 
lentn : Neither is he to introduce, fupport, or mention 
any Difpute or Controverfy about Religion or Politics;, 
nor force any Brother to eat,* drir.k or ltay againft his 
Inclination ; nor do nor (ay any Thing that may be of- 
feufive, or hinder a free and innocent Converfatioq ; left 
he (hould break the ..good Harmony , and defeat the 
-latidabje Deftgns and Purpofes of the ancient and ho- 
nou/able Fraternity* ^ * 1 

And I honeftly recoiiin end Free-Mafcnry, as the mod 
fovereign Medicine to purge out the above, or fuch oiher 
Vices } and regular Lodges, as the only Seminaries where 
Men (in the nvoft pleafa-nx and cleared Manner) may 
hear, urtderftand, and learn their Duty to God ; and 
alfo to jheir Neighbours. And this without the roultk 

plidity 
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plicity of fpiteful and malicious Words, long Argu- 
ments, or fierce Debates; which have been made Ufe of, 
among mi [taken Mortals, upwards of a thoufand Years 
paft: And inltead of uniting .Men in one facred Band, 
(as the Servants of God, and Brethren of the fame 
Houfliold) have divided them into as many different 
Opinions, as there were (not only Languages, but even) 
men at the Confufion of Babel. 

As to the Behaviour of the Brethren when out of 
. Lodge, I hope the fhort Space between each Lodge- 
Night, will not admit of Forgetfulnefs of the Decency 
and good Decorum obferved in the Lodge, which may 
fervcthemas an unerring Rule for their Behaviour and 
Conduct in all other Companies and Places ; and like 
the worfhipful difcreet Mailer of a Lodge, rule, govern, 
and inftruCt their Families at Home, in the Fefcr of 
Go D and Love of their Neighbours, while they them- 
felves imitate the Member’s Obedience, Esfe. in paying 
due RefpeCt to their Superiors. 

Tbefe few Hints may ferye to put the Brethren m 
mind of the Duty incumbent on them as Free-Mafons ; 
and like wife, how to behave themfelves in fuch a Man- 
ner, as may be acceptable to Go d, agreeable to the Prin- 
ciples of Mafonry, and much to their own Honour: But 
for further Satisfaction to my Readers in general, 1 {hall 
here.infert the old Charges of F ree and Accepted Mafons. 


THE OLD CHARGES OF THE FREE AND 
ACCEPTED MASONS. 

. Charge I.— Concerning God and Religion. 

A MASON is obliged, by his Tenure, to obferve the 
moral Law as a true No a c h i d a * ; and if he rightly 

understands 

* Sons of Noah, the firft ntme of Free-Mafon*. 
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underftands the Craft, he wift nevet be a flupkl Atheift, 
nor an irreligious Libertine, nor a& againlt Confcience. 

In ancient Times the Chriftian Mafons were charged 
to comply with the Chriftian Ufages of each Country 
where they travelled or worked ; being found in all Na- 
tions, even of divers Religion*. 

They are generaHy charged to adhere to that Religion 
in which all Men agree, (leaving each Brother to hi* 
own particular Opinion ;) that is, to be good Men and 
true, Men of Honour and Honefty, by whatever Names, 
Religions, or Ferfuafto^sthey may be diftinguiflied ; for 
they all agree in the three great Articles of Noah, 
enough to preferve the Cement of the Lodge. 

Thus Mafonry is the Centre of their Union, and the 
happy Means of conciliating Perfons that otherwise aauft 
have remained at a perpetual Diitance. 


Charge II.— Or the Civil Magistrate, 
Supreme and Sdbordikate. 

A MASON muft be a peaceable Subject, never to be 
concerned in Plots againft the State, ftordifrefpedtful ta 
inferior Magiftrates. Of old ^Kings', Princes, and States, 
encouraged the Fraternity for their 'Loyalty, who ever 
flourtfhed moil in Times of Peace $ but though a Bro- 
ther is not to be countenanced in his Rebellion againft 
the State, yet, if convi&ed of no other Crime, his Re- 
lation to the Lodge remains indefeafible. 


Charge III.—— Concern ing a. lodge, 

A LODGE is a Place where Mafons meet to wotk 
in ; hence the Afiembly, or organized Body of Free- 

Mafons, 
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Mafons, is called a Lodge ; juft as the Word, Church , 
is exprefTne both of the Congregation and the Place of 
Worfhip. 

Every Brother ihould belong to fonie particular Lodge, 
and cannot be abfent without incurring Qenfure, if not 
neceflariiy detained. 

The Men, made Mafons, mud be free-born, (or no 
Bondman) of mature Age, and. of good Report ; hale 
and found, not deformed ot difmembered, at the Time 
of their making ; but no Woman, no Eunuch. 

When Men of Quality, Eminence, Wealth’ and Learn- 
ing, apply to be made, they are to be refpeftfully ac- 
cepted after due Examination ; for fuch often prove 
good Lords (or Founders) of Work, and wdl not em*- 
ploy Cowans, when true Mafons can be had ; they alfo 
make the bed Officers of Lodges, and the bed DeGgn- 
ers, to the Honour and Strength of the Lodge ; nay r 
from among them the Fraternity can have a Noble 
Grand-Master j but thofe Brethren are equally fub- 
jedt to the Charges, and Regulations, except in what 
more immediately concerns Operative Mafons. 


Charge IV. — Or Masters, Wardens, Fel- 
lows, and Apprentices. 

All Preferment among Mafons, is grounded upon 
real Worth and perfonaL Merit only* not upon Seniority. 
No Matter fhould take an Apprentice that is not the 
Son of honed Parents; a perFeft Youth,* * without maim 
or defeat in his Body, and capable of learning the My- 
fteiies of the Art ; that fo the Lords (or Founders) may 
be well ferved and the Cfaft not defpifed ; and that 
w hen gf Age and expert, he may become an Entered 

Apprentice, 
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Apprentice, or a Free-Mafon of the lowed Degree 5 
and upon his improvements^ a Fellow-Craft and a Ma- 
tter- Mafon, capable to undertake the Lord’s Work. 

The Warden’s are chofen from among the Matter- 
Mafons, and no Brother can be a Matter of a Ledge till 
he has afted as Warden fbme where, except in extraor- 
dinary Cafes,, or when a Lodge is to be formed, and none 
fuch to be had, for then three Mafter-Mafons, though 
never Matters nor Wardens of Lodges before may be 
conttituted Matter and Wardens of that new Lodge. 

But no Number, without three Matter- Mafdns, can 
form a Lodge ; and none can be the Grand-Matter, or 
a Grand- Warden, who has not a£ted as the Matter of 
a particular Lodge. 


Charge V. — Or the Management of the 
— Craft in Working. 

ALL Mafons ttiould work hard and honeftly on 
Working-days, that they may live reputably and appear 
in a decent and becoming Manner on Holidays ; and 
likewife the Working- hours appointed by ; Law, or con- 
firmed by Cuftom, ttiall be obferyed. 

A Matter- Mafon only mutt be the Surveyor or Ma- 
tter of the Work, who ttiall undertake the Lord’s Work 
Teafonably, ttiall truly difpend his Goods as if they were 
his own, and lball not give more Wages than jutt, to 
any Fellow or Apprentice. 

The Wardens ttiall be true both to Matter and Fel- 
lows, taking Care of all Things both within and with- 
out the Lodge, efpecially in the Matter’s Abfence ; and 
their Brethren ttiall obey them. 

‘ The 
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The Mailer and the Mafons (hall faithfully fini/h the 
Lord’s Work,, whether Talk or Journey ; nor (hall they 
take the Work at Talk, which hath been accuftowed to 
Jouhoey. 

None (hall drew Envy at a Brother’s Profperity j nor 
fup plant him, ncr put him out of his Work, if capable 
to fioilh it* 

All Mafons (hall meekly receive their Wages with- 
out Murmuring or Mutiny, and not defert the Mailer 
till the Lord's Work is finifhed ; they mull avoid ill Lan- 
guage, calling each other Brother, or Fellow, with much 
Courcely, both within and without the Lodge; they 
(hail in ft ru& a younger Brother to become bright and 
expert, that the Lord’s Materials may not be fpoiled. 

But Free and Accepted Mafons (hall not allow Cow- 
ans to work with them, nor (hall they be employed by 
Cowans, without an urgent neceflity ; and even in that 
Cafe they mud not teach Cowans, butmuft have a f$- 
parate Communication ; no Labourer (hall be employed 
in the proper Work of Free Mafons. 


Charge VI.— Con ce rn ing Masons 
Behaviour. 

I. Behaviour in the Loi/ge before ckftng . . 

\ 

Yo U mull not hold private Committees, or (eparate 
Conversion, without Leave from the Mailer ; nor talk 
of any Thing impertinent, nor interrupt the Mailer or 
Warden, or any other Brother fpeaking to the Chair.; 
nor alt ludicroufly while the Lodge is engaged in what 
is ferious and folemn ; but you are to pay due Reve- 
rence to the Mailer, Wardens; and Fellows, and put 
them to Worfliip. 

Every 
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Every Brother found guilty of it Fault, fliaH llaftd to* 
Hie: Award of the Lodge, urilefs be appeals 10 the Grand 
Lodge, or unfefe a Lord’s Work is retarded j for then 
a particular Reference may be made. \ 

No private Piques, no Quarrels about Nations, Fa- 
milies, Religions or Politics, mud be brought within the 
Poors of the Lodge ; for as Mafons, we are of the old- 
eft Catholic Religion, before hinted ; and of all Nations 
upon the Square, Level, and Plumb; and like our Pre- 
decefTors in all Ages, we are refolved agarnft political 
Difputes, as contrary to the Peace and Welfare of the 
Lodge. 

2 . Behaviour after the Lodge is ciofed, and the Brethren 
not gone . 

You may enjoy yourfetves with innocent mirth, treat- 
ing one another according to Ability but avoiding all 
Excels ; not forcing a Brother to eat or drink beyond 
his own Inclination, (according to the old Regulation of 
King Abafucres) nor hinder him horn going Home when 
he plpafes ; for though after Lodge-HouT9 you are like 
other Men, yet the Blame of your Excels may be thrown 
upon the Fraternity, though unjuftly. 

3. Behaviour at Meeting 'without Stronger*, but not in 

a formed Lodge. ' 

You are to falute one another as you have been, or 
fliall be inftru&ed ; freely communicating Hints of Know- 
ledge, but without difclofing Secrets, unlefs to thofe 
that have given long Proof of their Taciturnity and Ho- 
nour, and without derogating from the Refpeft due to 
any , Brother, were he not a Mafon; for though all 
Brothers and. Fellows ar$ upbn the Level, yet Mafonry 
dwells no Man of the Honour that was due to him be* 
fore he was made a Mafon, or that ihould become his 
Due afterwards ; nay, it rather adds to his Refpeft, 
teaching us to give Honour to whom it is due, efpe- 

cially 
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cially to a noble or eminent Brother, whom we (hould 
dilliogujlh from all of his Rank and Station, and ferve 
him readily, according to our Ability. 

4. Behaviour in the Prefence of Strangers , not Mafons . 

You muft be cautious in your Words, Carriage, and 

Motions, fo that the mod penetrating Stranger may not 
be ablet! difeover what is not ptoper to be intimated ; 
and the impertinent or enfnaring Questions, or ignorant 
Difcourfe of Strangers, muft be prudently managed by 
Free- Mafons. 

5 . Behaviour at Home, in jour Neighbourhood, 

Mafons ought to be moral Men, as above charged ; 

confequently good Hufbands, good Parents, good Sons, 
and good Neighbours ; not (laying too long from Home, 
and avoiding all Excels ; yet wife Men too, for certain 
Reafons known to them. 

6 . Behaviour towards a foreign Brother , or Stranger, 

You are cautibufly to examine him, as Prudence (hall 

direct you, that you may not be ioipofed on by a Pre- 
tender, whom you are to reject with Derifion, and be- 
ware of giving him any Hints ; but if you difeover him to 
be true and faithful, you are to refpeft him as a Brother, 
and if in Want, you are to relieve him if you can, or 
elfe diredt him how he may be relieved: You muft em- 
ploy him if you can, or elfe recommend him to be employ- 
ed ; but you are not charged to do beyond your Ability. 

7. Behaviour behind a Brother's back , as well as be - 
fore his Face , 

Free and Accepted Mafons have ever been charged 
to avoid all Manner of flandering and backbiting of true 
and faithful Brethren, or talking difrefpe&fully of a Bro- 
ther’s. Performance or Perfon, and jail Malice or unjuft 
Refentment; nay, you<muft not differ any others to re- 
proach an honeft Brother, but defend his Character as 
far as is confident with Honour, Safety, and Prudence ; 
though no farther. Charge . 
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Charge VII. — Concerning Law-Suits. 

I F a Brother do you Injury, apply fuff to your own 
or his Lodge, and if you are not fatisfied, you may ap- 
peal to the Grand Lodge ; bht you muft never take a 
legal Courfe, till the Caufe cannot be otherwife decided ; 
for if the Affair is only between Mafens, and about Ma» 
fbnry, Law-Suits ought to be prevented by the good 
Advice of prudent Brethren, who are the bed Referees 
of Differences. 

But if that Reference is either impracticable or un- 
fuccefsful,and the Affair muff be brought into the Courts 
of Law or Equity ; yet ftill you muft avoid all Wrath, 
Malice, and Rancour in carrying on the Suit ; not faying 
or doing any thing that may hinder the Continuance or 
Renewal of Brother lyr Lave and Friendfhip, which is 
the Qlory and Cement of this ancient Fraternity ; that 
we may lliew to all the World, the benign Influence of 
Mafonry, as all wife, true, and faithful Brethren have 
done from the Beginning of Time, and will do till Ar- 
chitecture ftiall be diflblved in the generaL Conflagra- 
tion. Amen! So may it be. 

All thefe Charges you are to obferve , and alfo tbofe 
that Jhall be communicated to you in a li r ay that cannot 
be written. 


A Short Charge to a new admitted Mason. 

BROTHER, 

U are now admitted .(by the unanimous Confent 
of our Lodge) a Fellow of our moft ancient and ho- 
nourable Society ; ancient, as having fubfifted from 
Time immemorial $ and honourable, as tendingin every 
C Particular 
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Particular to render ft man fc, who wiM be but conform- 
able to its glorious Precepts : The greateft Monarchs 
in all Ages, as well of Alia and Africa as of Europe, 
have been encouragcrs of the Royal Art ; and many of 
them have preftded as Grand Masters over the 
Mafons in their refpedive Territories, not thinking it any 
ldfening to their Imperial Dignities, to level therafelves 
with their Brethren in Mafonry, and to ad as they did. 

The World’s great Archited is our Supreme Matter * 
and the unerring Rule he has given us, is that by which 
we work ; religious Difputes are never differed within 
the Lodge, for as Mafons we only purfue the univerfal 
Religion, or the Religion of Nature * this is the Cement 
which unites the moll different Principles in one iacred 
Band, and brings together thofc who were the moft dis- 
tant from one another. 

There are three general Heads of Duty which Ma- 
fons ought always to inculcate, to God, our 
Neighbour and ourfelves ; to God, in never mention- 
ing His Name but with that reverential Awe which a 
Creature ought to bear to his Creator, and to-Iook upon 
him always as the Summum Bonum which, we came into 
the World to enjoy, and according to that View to re- 
gulate all our Purfuits ; to our Neighbours, in ading 
upon the Square, or doing as we would be done by ; 
to ourfelves in avoiding all Intemperance and Exceffes, 
whereby we may be rendered incapable of following 
our Work, or led into Behaviour unbecoming our lau- 
dable Profetfion, and always keeping within due Bounds 
and free from all Pollution. 

In the State, a Mafon is to behave as a peaceable and 
dutiful Subjed, coniforniing chearfully to the Govern- 
ment under which he lives. 

He is to pay a due Deference to his Superiors ; and 
from bis Inferiors, he is rather to receive Honour, with 

fome 
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foipe Reiu&ahce, than to extort it : He is to be a Man 
of Benevolence and Charity, not fitting down content- 
ed while his Fellow-Creatures (but much more his Bre* 
thren) are in Want, when it is in his Power (without 
prejudicing himfelf or Family) to relieve them. 

In the Lodge he is to behave with all due Decorum, 
left the Beauty and Harmony thereof ihould be difturb- 
ed or broke: He is to be obedient to the Master 
and the prefiding Officers, and to apply himfelf dofely 
to the Bufineft of Mafonry, that he may the fooner be- 
come a Proficient therein, both for his own Credit and 
for that of the Lodge. 

He is not to negleSt his own neceflary Avocations * 
for the Sake of Mafonry, nor to involve himfelf in 
Quarrels with thofe who through Ignorance, may fpeak 
Evil of or ridicule it. 

He is to be a Lover of the Arts and Sciences, and is 
to take all Opportunities to improve hipifelf therein. 

If he recommends a Friend to be made a Mafon, he 
myft vouch him to be fach as he really believes will 
conforip to thp aforefaid Duties, left by his mifcondult 
at any Tjmc, the Lodge ihould pafs under fome evil 
Imputations. 

Nothing can prove more Blocking to all faithful Ma- 
dras, than to fee any of their Brethren profane or break 
through tl>e facred Rules of their Order; and fuch as 
can do it, they wifh had never been admitted. 

C a THE 

• Here you are to undertime). That a Mafon ought not to belong 
to a number of Lodges at one time, nor run from Lodge to Lodge, 
or oftherwife, after Mafons or Mafonry, whereby his bufmefs or 
family may be negledled s but yet every Mafon is fubjefk to all the 
Bylaws of his Lodge, which he is ftridtly and conftantly to obey ; 
for the Attendance and Dues of .one Lodge, caa never prejudice 
cither him or his Family.

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* THE ANCIENT MANNER OF CONSTITUTING 
A LODGE, 

A NEW Lodge, for avoiding many Irregularities, 
fliould be fotemnly conftituted by the Grand Mailer, 
with his Deputy and Wardens ; or, ini the Grand Ma- 
met's Abfence, the Deputy adts for his Worlhip, the Se- 
nior Grand Warden as Deputy, the junior Grand War- 
den as the Senior, and the prefent Matter of a Lodge 
as the junior : Or if the Deputy is alfo abfenr, the 
Grand Matter may depute either of his Grand Wardens, 
who can appoint others to aft as Grand Wardens, pro 
import.

And the 
new Matter fignifying his cordial Submittion thereto, the 
Grand-Matter {hall, by certain ttgnificant Ceremonies 
and ancient Ufages, inttali him and prefent him with his 
Warrant, the Book of Conftitutions, the Lodge- Book, 
and the fnttruments of his Office, one after another; 
amd after each of them, the Grand Matter, his Deputy, 
or fome Brother for him, fhall rehearfe the fhdrt and 
pithy Charge that is Ratable to the Thing prefent. 

Next, the Members of this new Lodge bowing alto- 
gether to the Grand Matter, fhall returh his Worfhip 
their Thanks (according to the Cuftom of Matters) and 
ftiall immediately do Homage to their new Matter, and 
(as faithful Craftfinenji fignifying their Promifc of Sub- 
jection and Obedience to him by ufual Congratulations; 

The Deputy and Grand Wardens, and any other Bre- 
thren that are not Membersof this new Lodge, fliall next 
congratulatethenewMaftet, and he fhallreturn his becom- 
ing Acknowledgments (asMafter-Mafons) firft totheGrand 
Matter and Grand Officers, and to the reft in their Order.

God not only delivered the Taw to Moles on mount Sinai, but 
the explanation of it likewise : When Moles came down from the 
mount and entered into his tent, Aaron went to vifit him; and 
Mofes acquainted Aaron with the laws he had received from God, 
together with ihC explanation of them; after thia Aaron placed 
himfelf at the right-hand of Mofes, and Eieazar and Ithamar (the 
fons of Aaron) were admitted, to whom Mofes repeated what he 
had juft before told to Aaron ; thefe being feated, the one on the 
right-hand, the other on the left-hand of Mofes ; the feventy El- 
ders of ifrael, who composed the Sanhedrim, came in and Mofca 
again declared the fame laws to them, with the interpretations of 
them, as he bad done before to Aaron and his Tons. JLaftly, all

Mofes afterwards reduced the 
laws which he had received, into writing, but not the explanation 
of them ; thefe he thought it fufficient to truft to the memories of 
the above-mentioned perfons, who, being perfectly inftro&ed. »n> 
them, delivered them to their children, and thefe again to theirs,, 
from age to age.
